submit that claim 32 should also be allowable at this time. 

Further, by the present amendment, a new title and 
abstract more indicative of the claimed invention have been 
provided. Also, the specification has been amended to refer 
to the related copending application. 

Additionally, by the present amendment, claims 1-23, 30, 
31 and 33 the only claims under rejection over the cited art 
have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of the 
subject matter thereof. As such, a discussion of the cited 
art in relation to such claims is considered unnecessary and 
the rejection of claims 1-23, 30-31 and 33 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103 (a) as being unpatentable over Sawdon (US #5, 276, 458) in 
view of Monnes (US #5,375,212) is considered to be obviated. 

With regard to the rejection of claims 24 and 27 under 
the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,247,090, as recognized by the Examiner, such non- 
statutory double patenting rejection can be overcome by the 
filing of a Terminal Disclaimer. Submitted herewith is a 
Terminal Disclaimer together with the appropriate fee 
therefor, such that applicants submit that the rejection of 
claims 24 and 27 should now be overcome, and claims 24 and 27 
should be allowed together with the other claims. 

Also, by the present amendment, a new abstract has been 
presented which conforms to the claimed features of claim 24, 
for example. 
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Also, submitted herewith is an Information Disclosure 
Statement submitting references newly discovered by applicant 
and references cited in copending application Serial No. 
09/732,291. The fee for consideration of such documents is 
also enclosed, and consideration of the documents is 
requested. Also submitted herewith is an Information 
Disclosure Statement listing documents cited by Information 
Disclosure Statement in parent application Serial No. 
09/265,363 and consideration of such documents is requested. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, applicants 
submit that this application should now be in condition for 
allowance, and issuance of an action of a favorable nature is 
courteously solicited .
